Having been lately transferred to Shanghai,I have been unable 
to give an earlier reply to your very kind letter of August 3lst. 

I am greatly obliged for your notes concerning the Hongkong 
Shengheai teel,and for the rubbings of coins from your collection. For 
both these favours I beg to thank you most cordially,with apologies for 
doing so after so long a delay. ; | 

I have been very much interested in what you sey about your 
intention to push the study of Chinese numismatics,and I will with great 
pleasure collaborate with you to this end. I would very gladly join 
your Association,and I hope you will be good enough to propose my name 
as a candidate for membership,and let me know something about the for- 
malities to fulfill in order to be received as such. 

The following are a few notes concerning the less known coins 


in my collection,of which rubbings ere enclosed. 


KANSUH TAEL . I received my specimen from Lanchowfu,the capital 
of Kansuh.It is deted 1912,and from its inscription appears to have been 
issued for the payment of troops. I have been unable to know where,and 
under whose authority it was minted. 

HUNAN 7-MACE and TAEL PIECES . These figure among the rubbings 
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sent to me,being marked "Chengsha",this boing the city where they were 
cast. I enclose rubbings of tho different pieces in my collection. 

TURKESTAN COINS. I have two coins which do not figure among those 
in your collection,viz. a five miskals piece without rosette in the center 
of the rev.,and ae feur miskels of the same series,though with a dragon 
ef a quite different design. 

HUNG-HSIEN (Yuen Shin-k‘ai's Empire) COINS. In Hunan ten cash coins 
were issued bearing the legend in English “The first year of Hung Shuen 
(viz.Hung-hsion) ",but these became at once very Scarce,se that at present 
even at Changsha they cannot be obtained on the mrket.I have a couple 
of spare specimons,and can send them to you if you like te have them. In 
the same province a smll number of "Imperial" ten cents silver pieces 
were minted,but they were destroyed before any had peen put in circulet- 
ion. I secured one specimen privately,but I do not know if any other col- 
lecter hes been ebie to obtain one. The obv.cf this coin is the same of 
thet of the 10-cent piece issuod in the 3rd year Hsuan-t'ung. 

COMMEMORATION OF THE "CONCORD UNION". A deller with e@ portrait of 
of Yuan Shih-k'ed in full uniform was issued in 1913,t0 commemorate the 
censolidation of the Republic threugh thearmeny betweon the different 
races inhabiting China end her dependencies (#40) .1t is rather scarce, 
though 50.000 ere seid te heave been minted. It was also intended te have 


en issue of cepper coins belonging to the same series,but only samples 
were prepared and no actual issue took place. I have in my cellection 
three different patterns of such coins. 

YUAN SHIH-K'AI's DOLLAR. I heve secured a dollar with a pertrait 
of Yuan Shih-k'ai different frem the one on the dellers now circulating © a

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in China. It never came inte circulation,and is perhaps only a pattem. 
I have also subsidiary coins (4 doll. ,20- and 10-cent pieces) dated the 
3rd year of the Republis,and bearing the portreit of Yuan Shin-k'ai,si- 
miler te thet en the doller in circulation.
